rate Traders had not flattered themfelves with fo 
much aflurance of their downfall. 

That Peace and Trade are old Comrades, and 
feldom part, is true 3 but after fuch a long and de- 
ftrutive War, Trade has loft fo much Blood, and 
is to Weak and Languifhing, that none can fay it 
does not wan: Help.
